Fourthly, a knowledge of English being abso- 
lutely necessary fur a railway Police Inspector, the railway Sub-Inspectors who-do 
not know English are excluded from promotion to Inspectorships. It would be

Government can claim a share 
of the increased profits of the cultivator and the landowner at the time of the 
revision of settlement. But the section above referred to is a fruitful -source of 
discord between the landholder and the cultivator; the latter being-anxious to 
acquire the oceupancy-right by completing 12 years’ occupation, and the former to 
prevent the acquisition of that right by him, They stick at nothing to gain their 
respective object. The landholder does not allow a cultivator to occupy the land 


long ; and the latter apprehending ejectment at any time has no desire to improve 
it at any trouble or expense.
